The proposed amendments will not be entered. The amendments to independent claims 1 , 17, 21 , and 31 raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search because the subject matter added/deleted from the claims further limits the claims. Namely, the 
deleting of the term "or" from the limitation "...a recording mutli-pulse train including a first pulse, a multi-pulse train and/or a last pulse..." 
and the substitution of the phrase "consists of in place of "comprises" further limits independent claims 1 , 17,21, and 31 . More 
specifically, deleting the term "or" from the claims requires that all three of a first pulse, a multi-pulse train and a last pulse are included in 
the multi-pulse train. Additionally, the addition of the phrase "consists of in place of "comprises", pertaining to the mutli-pulse train, further 
limits the scope of the claimed subject matter. Therefore, the proposed amendments will not be entered. Applicant's arguments provided 
in pages 8-12 of Remarks are drawn to the proposed amendments to the claims. Therefore, these arguments are rendered moot. 
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
